The
uowieldly balk of & silver currency was shown
by the manner of reimbursement to the oolooies
for tbeir outlay io the Louisburg txpcditioo.

After three years' delay the money was paid,
amounting to £183,700. It was landed from a

ship of war at Long Wharf, Boston, iu the fall
of 1749, io the form of 054,000 ounce?, or over

twenty tons of silver, and ten tons of copper
ooin. Silver tbeo, and up to the middle of the
present oeDtury, was the common standard and
regulator of valae, but it was required to be of
honest weight. Al'houvh the amount of the
payment was only $800 000, it was contained iD
215 chests, and probably iticquired twenty-five
two borse wsgoos to transport the silver alone
from the ship to the Province House. Except
£16,000, which belonged to New Hampshire,
the people of Massachusetts appropriated this
money, with a further sum from the Province
Treasury, to redeem their depreciated paper
currency at its market value."
